I have no doubt that as long as our 
flag floats from the Philippine Archi- 
pelago. I will (reluctant as I may be) 
vote to maintain the army and the flajr 
there- If that is illogical, it Is illogi- 
cal because there is no better way out 
of it. " la closing "Mr. Teller fired 
this broadside at Mr. TSJcKinley:"The 
President has assured us that there is 
no" danger of imperialism, but if impe- 
rialism can be made worse thaa it is 
now in the Philippines, you'll have 
to increase the ability of the human 
mind for absolutism."
